Bread, or other bread, or 
cereal product containing the sam e or 
a sim ilar proportion of w heat, or 
when four ounces of quick bread of 
the character specified as Class 5 in 
the Baking Regulations is served, no 
< other w heat-containing food may be 
served at the same meal. 
This elimi- I 
nates the service with, or in addition 
to the regular bread service, of all 
pies and other pastries, cakes, crack- ! 
ers containing wheat, m acaroni, wheat 
breakfast foods, and all other wheat- 
containing foods of w hatever kind or 
i nature. 
No hotel, restaurant or club shall 
consume more than six pounds of 
wheat flour for every ninety meals 
served. 
In estim ating the flour con­ 
sumed there m ust be included the 
wheat content of bread and rolls and 
all other bakery products, breakfast 
foods and alim entary pastes. 
No w heat products shall be served 
unless ordered. 
Bread or rolls must 
not be placed on the table until the 
meal is served, and then in individual 
portions only.

With the American Army in France, 
June 17—About 
600 
Gennan shock 
troops raided the American first-line 
positions at the village of Xivray, in 
the Toul sector early Sunday morning. 
Some of the enemy got into Xivray, 
but were soon driven out. 
At other 
points the Germans were badly beaten. 
The attack began at 3 o’clock in 
the morning; after an extremely vio­ 
lent bombardment of Hie front 
line 
American batteries and villages 
far 
in the rear. The Germans advanced 
swiftly to the attack, 
but were met 
by a heavy fire. 
Those 
who 
pene­ 
trated Xivray were 
forced 
speedily 
to withdraw, and elsewhere the 
en-« 
emy was completely repulsed in hard 
fighting, 
lasting 
more 
than 
two 
hours. 
According to prisoners, 
the object 
of the enemy was to take American 
prisoners. 
This object failed, as 
no 
American is reported missing. 
The Germans, evidently angered by 
ithe failure of the attack, continued 
an interm ittent shelling of the 
vil­ 
lages in the rear throughout Sunday. 
Some of these points were not less 
than eight miles behind the line. 
The American 
troops engaged 
at 
close quarters the small German force 
that entered Xivray. There was se­ 
vere 
fighting 
with 
bayonets 
and 
clubbed rifles. The Germans left nine 
dead in the streets, and six prisoners 
were taken, two of them officers, one 
of whom was wounded. 
The prisoners came from the 36th 
I jindwchr. 
They 
said 
that 
some 
troops of the 23d Regiment, 8th Ba­ 
varian Reserve, also participated in 
the attack. 
A German raiding party of 150 men 
and three officers attacked the Amer­ 
ican line south 
of Thiaucourt at 2 
o’clock Saturday mornfhg. As a 
re­ 
sult the enemy lost at least 20 killed, 
of whom one 
officer and four men 
died in the American trenches. 
The 
American casualties were 
light and 
they took one wounded prisoner. 
The attack was preceded by heavy 
artillery preparation, 
during 
which 
the rear line and villages in the back 
area also were shelled. The Germans 
were armed with 
pistols, rifles and 
grenades. 
Some of them 
also were 
equipped with 
light machine 
guns, 
which sprayed the 
American 
com­ 
munication trenches as the Germans 
approached behind a bo" barrage. 
Such of the Germans as attempted 
to proceed toward the American rear 
lines in 
search 
of 
prisoners, were 
driven back or killed in close-quaiter- 
ed fighing. 
One American, when surrounded by 
a German officer and five privates, re­ 
fused to surrender. Instead, he threw 
a bomb which killed the officer and 
wounded the others of the enemy par­

ernment by subscribing 5 per cent 
of its gross resources monthly. 
The 
certificates will bear 4H per cent in­ 
terest, like those preceding the Third 
Liberty Ix>an, arui will have varying 
maturity periods, none exceeding four 
months. 
In addition, an undetermined quan­ 
tity—perhaps $2, OOO;OOO;OOO—of tax 
certificates will be issued during the 
summer for use in paying taxes a 
year from now. 
The announcement of this program 
indicated that ‘the 
Fourth 
Liberty 
I Loan will be for at least $6,000,000,* 
I OOO, the exact amount depending on 
government expenditures in the next 
few months. 
The Treasury already 
has estimated these roughly at about

At daybreak the next morning 
the Americans found themselves gaz­ 
ing out over the wide valleys to the 
blue mountain ridges opposite, where 
a thin, dark line revealed the ene­ 
my’s trenches, nearly a mile away.

was equivalent to ten million.
